At least 30 injured were in the Edward W. Sparrow and 
the St. Lawrence hospitals. 


One of these was Hep. Don E. Sias, of Midland, who is 
oxpected to die. 


The injured list also included Hep. Charles T. Kimball, 
of Jonesville, Mich., and Rep. Vern Voorhees, of Albion. 


The hotel, in downtow'n Lansing, w^as destroyed, but 
firemen kept the flames from spreading to the iidjoining 
Wentworth hotel. 


Almost Zero Weather 


Intense cold only a few degrees above zero, added to the 
suffering of the guests. Those who were injured and those 
Avho fled in scanty attii;e. 


The fire w'as discovered about 5:30 a. m. on the second 
flooi* of the hotel, by Fred Hayhge, watchman for thc Lan­ 
sing State Journal. The cause had not been ascertained but 
early reports were that it started in a guest room. 


Many Legislators Stayed There 


The Kerns hotel, of 200 rooms, was a commercial hotel, 
built in 1008, it was four stories high and located on Grand 
Avenue, near the State Capitol. 
It was popular both with 
legislators and with commercial travelers. 
Only yesterday 
the members of the state legislature gathered for the special 
session, the purpose of w^hich was to conduct a recount of 
votes cast at the November election for secretary of state 
and attorney general. 
The legislature was to hiive recon­ 
vened this morning, after a brief and uproarious session yes­ 
terday afternoon. 


Kscape Cut Off 


The escape of many guests on the upper floors was cut 
off by the fast spreading flames, and figures could be seen 
outlined against the flames in the windowvs. A number jump­ 
ed, those in the rear rooms having to choose between leaping 
into the icy w’aters of the Grand River and 
taking 
their 
chances with the flames that had trapped them. 


Within little more than an hour after the fire started, 
the walls began to collapse and hope was all but abandoned 
for any persons still within the building. 


Many persons leaped into life nets, others

which will be dragged. Stories of tragedy and heroism were 
heard ,and Monroe, the assistant manager, was believed to

Other Nations Own lin es 


"Oh. I don’t know,” reflected 
John, Jr. 
"Radio is a means of 
communication something like the 
postoffice. when you come down 
to it. 


"Fact is, practically 
all coun­ 
tries own their own telephone and 
telegraph lines just like they do 
tho postoffice department. 
So I 
don’t see why wo should worry 
about merely regulating ’em." 


"Yes, I know about those Eu­ 
ropean telephone and telegraph 
systems," Pa Jones retorted. "Ben 
Uunsen, who was in France for 
tho Mammoth Co. several years, 
told me you’re like to go crazy 
trying to get a call through on the 
French government system." 


"That's 
probably one 
reason 
why our government hasn’t taken 
over tho systems here long ago,"

there was a strong effort to take 
’em over after llie World War, 
when the government did run ’em 
for a while. 


"But they do give good service, 
maybe the best in the world.

lieKulation Necessary 


"Then, of 
course, 
there 
are 
thousands of stockholders in both 
the utilities and the oil companies, 
and people are afraid they’d lose 
their savings if the government 
grabbed the telephone lines or oil 
companies. 


"That’s why they try to regu­ 
late ’em rather than to operate 
’em.” 


“Of course,” Pa Jones granted, 
"f think 
everybody agrees that 
utilities such as 
telephone 
and 


telegraph, which are naturally a 
monopoly, have to be regulated. 
Because it they have all the btisi- 
ness tied up, oven if they give 
good service, they can gouge flie 
public on rates." 


"Yes,” insisted John, Jr. "But 
state regulation hasn’t been much 
good. 
You know that. 
That’s 
why they’ve had to establish a na­ 
tional 
commission 
to 
regulate 
telephone, telegraph, and broad­ 
casting. 


"'rhey are national, go all over 
tho country, and they have to be 
regulated on the same basis, es­ 
pecially since holding companion 
have 
tied together utilities 
of 
many states. 


Equal Treatment of All 
"Furthermore, you’re right at 
least this far: Regulation of one 
thing does load to regulation of 
others, because they compete with 
one another. 


"It’s 
hardly fair to 
regulate 
railroads and not busses, barge 
lines and pipe lines, or even air­ 
planes. 
It’s hardly fair to regu­ 
late telephone and telegraph lines 
without regulating radio, which is 
sending more and more messages 
by wireless all tho time.” 


"That’s 
all 
pretty 
general,” 
said Pa Impatiently. 
"W hat ex­ 
actly do they intend to do, for in­ 
stance, In this Federal Communi­ 
cations Commission?” 


"Well, for instance, they’re go­ 
ing to see why telephone rates 
haven’t come down as much as 
most things, 
whether 
employes’ 
wages wore cut while executives 
continued to get big salaries, just 
what are all these involved rela­ 
tions between the big American

Somebody’s got to say who’s to 
have ’em or there’d be such a con­ 
fusion you couldn’t get anything 
when you tried to tune in. 


"Once again, who’s going to 
say? 
The government. 
W hat’s 
the kick on a little regulation, 
when this is the only government 
in the world that has given all 
the wave-lengths and all tho time 
on the air to commercial opera­ 
tors to sell?” 


"That sounds all right,” count­ 
ered Pa, "but don’t forget that 
this .-^ume private ownership put 
the first and the best programs 
on the air.

tlirottled by red tape and regufa- 
tlon, and they couldn’t cut wages, 


or raise rates, or build new lines, 
or abandon old ones without long 
palaver. 


"And they're still on tho ragged 
edge of tho rocks, in splto of mil­ 
lions tossed to them by the RFC. 
If that’s regulation, I say tho less 
we have, the bettor." 


"Well, 
we'ro 
going 
to have 
more of it instead of less,” in.sist- 
od John, Jr. ' .\nd I think Sec­ 
retary Ickes was dead right wher,^ 
ho told the oil men that he hopes 
they'll set their house in order 
under regulation, and cut out the 
waste and oil bootlegging, because 
If they don't there's only one an­ 
swer— and that's oiitrlght govern­
